An Ordinance 


Providing for the manner in which tbe grad- 


ing, paying, curbing and guttering of the 
Btreeta of the Borough of Bristol shall 
hereafter be done. 
The Burgess and Council of the Borough ot 
Bristol do ordain, that whenever hereafter the 
Burgess and Council shall, by Ordinance, direct 
any street or part of a street to be graded, paved, 
curbed or guttered, unless otherwise specially 
provided In the Ordinance directing tucii gratf- 
mit, paving, curbing or guttering, the Bald grad- 
ing paving, curbing and guttering shall be done 
In accordance with the following provisions: 


FmsT. The curb-line shall bo eleven feel 
distant from the street line. The curb shall he 
set with Its outside edge upon the said line, and 
shall b9 of concrete or of stone, not k»s than 
eighteen inches wide by three and one-hall 
Inches in thickness, and shall show a face o! 
seven Inches upon the gutter side, 


SKOOMD. Pavements shall bo laid of bricks, 
flag-stones or concrete, extending for the dtstanco 
of eight and one-hair foot from the street line, 
and with a rising grade of one-half Inch totbo 
toot from the curb-line to the street-line. 


THIRD. Gutters shall be constructed seven 


Inches In depth at the curb-line, and shall bo 
nnlshed eight inches wide from the curb-,inn 
with bricks set on edge, Sag-stones or concrete, 
and for a further distance of sixteen inches with 
cobble-stones well ramraod, or with other stones 
well laid. They shall be constructed with a rise 
of tour Inches from the curb to the outside line 
of the cobbles or other stones, as aloresald. 


FouaTH. The road-bed shall be constructed 


with the centre line four inches higher than UK 
curb-line. 


FIFTH. Whenever alleys open out of any 
street, crossings shall be laid with a double lln< 
each not less than eighteen Inches 


In w filth and eighteen Inches apart, with the 
space between said flag-stones, and for eighteen 
inches on either side paved with cobbte-sUmu 
well rammed, or with other stones well set. 


SIXTH. AU curbing, paving, guttering and 
cradlne shall be subject to the direction, sup— 
vlslon, control and acceptance of the Commit' 
upon Streets and Highways.

Viking during the few days that the gal- 
lant little vessel was lying or cruising in 
the waters of the harbor missed a sight 
that it would be almost worth while to go 
to Chicago to see To those with a fair 
Idea of what good boatbuilding requires 
the lines of the Viking are said to have 
been very satisfactory, and the soundness 
of their judgment is c&tablishcd by the 
achievement of the vessel m crossing the 
Atlantic against unfavorable winds, sound 
and safe as an ocean go'ng steamer 
But 


even to one with no claims to expert knowl- 
edge the vessel is very beautiful It is easy 
to see in her the justification of her chief 
officer's proud remark, when asked if she 
did not ship water over her open sides 
"No Her model is so perfect, her lines so 
fine"—here he made a sweeping gesture 
with both hands, illustrating the lines— 
"that she wishes all the time to be on top." 


But what impresses the ordinary observer 


is the courage of their conviction shown by 
the crew of a dozen modern Norsemen, 
who, 
persuaded that the original on which 


the Viking was modeled was seaworthy, 
and that what their ancestors had done 
they could do, took this little vessel, with- 
out a deck, with a broad oar for a rudder, 
with a single most and sail, with no room 
aboard to swing a hammock, and barely 
sufficient to store the needed supplies, and 
sailed her over the course that they be- 
lieved the ancient Norsemen had sailed with 
a like craft centuries before the t'lscovery 
which all the world is celebrating at Chi- 
cago That is a striking and splendid way 
of arguing a disputed question in history 
No one after this can eay that the Norse- 
men could not have reached the shores of 
America on the vessels then known.—'Har-

This fact has caused some inquiry to be 
made into the rapid rise in the value of the 
violins of the great Cremona maker, whose 
workshop Mr Edgar Bundy has so graph 
ically depicted in a painting in the Royu 
Academy exhibition 
It seems, that a fine 
'Strad' was sold in 1805 for £100 but b- 
1857, when the late James Coding's collee 
tion was brought to the hammer at Chris 
tie's, a Stradiv arms violin fetched £200, am 
a viola by the same maker £312 


In 1872 a "Strad " since rechnstened by 


Its fortunate owner "The Emperor," real 
i/ed £290 at the sale of the collection of Mr 
Gillott the penmaker, and it would prob 
ably not now be parted with for four times 
that amount 
The auction price of 
1 Strad ' has since reached £860, and it Is 
quite possible that before the present ecu 
tury is over the sum will pass Into four fig 
ures, while the price at the riddle fancier s 
is already a good deal higher 


It seems that the increase of cost Is due 


partly to the demand for old violins from 
the United States, partly to the wish ol
